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REMARKS 


The following remarks are submitted to be fully responsive to the final Official Action 
dated April 27, 2010. This response is thus timely submitted within the three-month shortened 
statutory period for response.

Reconsideration of all outstanding grounds of the rejection and allowance of the subject 
appUcation are believed in order and respectfully requested. 

The allowabiUty of dependent claims 8 and 39 is noted within the final Official Action, 
noted above. By this response, the subject matter of dependent claim 8 has been incorporated 
into independent claim 1. Also, the subject matter of dependent claim 39 has been incorporated 
into independent claim 32. Accordingly, as noted by the Examiner, claims 1-6, 9-14, 17-20, 32- 
37 and 4042 are in condition for allowance. 


Applicant submits that claims 1-6, 9-14, 17-20, 32-37 and 40-42 are currently in 
condition for allowance, a notice of which is earnestly solicited. If the Examiner finds any issue 
remaining after consideration of this response, the Examiner is invited to contact the 
undersigned, at the Examiner's convenience, in order to expedite any remaining prosecution.
